municipalities,  and  under  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  hereinafter  contained  or  referred  to. 

1.  The  said  municipality  shall  be  called  and 
known  by  the  name  and  style  of  “  The  Corpo¬ 
ration  of  the  District  of  Peachland.” 

2.  The  said  municipality  shall  comprise  all 
that  locality  hereinbefore  described. 

3.  The  Council  shall  consist  of  a  Reeve  and 
four  Councillors,  who  shall,  until  other  pro¬ 
vision  is  made,  be  elected  from  the  municipality 
at  large.  Three  shall  be  a  quorum. 

4.  The  Reeve  and  four  Councillors  who  were 
elected  to  office  at  the  municipal  election  held 
in  December,  1943,  are  confirmed  in  office  for 
the  year  1944. 

5.  At  the  holding  of  the  annual  election  in 
the  municipality  in  the  month  of  December, 
1944,  the  candidates  who  receive  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  the  office  or  offices  for 
which  they  have  been  nominated  shall  be  Reeve 
and  Councillors  respectively.  The  term  of 
office  of  the  persons  elected  as  Councillors  at 
said  election  shall  be  two  years  for  those  two 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  and  one 
year  for  the  other  two  candidates.  In  case  of 
an  equality  of  votes  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
have  a  casting  vote  or  votes  to  determine  the 
person  or  persons  who  shall  sit  for  the  longer 
term.  In  case  no  poll  is  necessary  the  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  shall  determine  which  two  Coun¬ 
cillors  shall  sit  for  the  longer  term,  and  the 
others  shall  sit  for  the  shorter  term. 

6.  All  the  provisions  of  the  “  Municipal  Act,” 
the  “  Municipal  Elections  Act,”  and  the  “  Mu¬ 
nicipalities  Incorporation  Act,”  and  of  all  other 
Statutes  and  laws  applicable  to  district  mu¬ 
nicipalities,  shall  apply  to  The  Corporation  of 
the  District  of  Peachland,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  by  these  Letters  Patent.
